SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The publication, an untitled poster, is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years. 

The poster depicts a female figure which has been subjected to acts of significant 
cruelty. The woman is bound to a stone slab and the nipples of her naked breasts are 
pierced by large metal rings with chains attached. The chains are connected to rings 
attached to skeletal objects held in the upraised hands of an alien creature which 
straddles the woman's body. Chains and barbed wire appear in the background. The 
image is rendered in the style of gothic comics and appears to be associated with a 
particular title, Igrat. While the unrealistic, fantastic nature of the image lessens the 
overall impact of the publication for mature viewers, the graphic nature of the image 
and the implicit sexual violence depicted may cause distress to young persons, 
especially children. The Classification Office considers that the availability of the 
publication is likely to be injurious to the public good unless it is restricted to an 
audience of older teenagers and adults. 
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
